IS LAYING IIP TROUBLE

CASTRO IMPRISONS M AX Y FOREIGN
MERCHANTS OF BOLIVAR.

They Refused to Pay to the Dc Jure
Venesnelan (iovframent Taxes A-

lready Paid to the Insurgents.

RUIN OF 0EIN0C0 DISTRICT

MERCHANTS NOT ALLOWED TO
TRADE WITH TRINIDAD.

Ports Congested ivith Merchandise
Which Cannot Be Moved Amer-

ican Interests Suffer.

PORT OF SPAIN. Trinidad. Aug. IS.
Authentic information was received this
morning announcing the imprisonment of
French, German and Italian merchants at
Ciudad Bolivar, Venezuela (which port was
recently recaptured from the rebels by
President Castro's troops), for refusing
President Castro's demand for the repay-
ment of taxes, already paid to the defacto
government. President Castro demands the
payment of arrears for the period of oc-

cupation of Ciudad Bolivar by the revolu-
tionary government. The amount demand-
ed exceeds $iV00. The merchants refuse
to recognize President Castro's decree
abolishing Ciudad Bolivar as a port of
entry and decline to ship goods via Caru- -

pano.
The Venezuelan gunboat Miranda went to

the district of Nutrias, exacting from the
merchants forced contributions and fines
amounting to another $50,000. The goods
imported during the revolutionary regime
were confiscated and double duties were
Imposed. It is reported that President Cas-
tro has threatened to annihilate the com-
merce and expel the foreign community of
Guayana, on the Orinoco.

A reign of terror prevails throughout the
district, owing to the extortion, threats
and barbarities of the party in power. The
entire region of the Orinoco teems with
produce accumulated during the past two
V.-irs-

. for which there are no adequate
shipping facilities. The native and Ger-
man lirms at Caracas appear to be seeking
to control the entire Orinoco import trade.
There is no money in the Orinoco country
and the distress is very great.

All the American river boats and inter-
ests up the Orinoco are at a standstill, be-
ing unable to move in consequence of Pres-
ident Castro's determination to destroy
the transshipment trade in American and
European goods between Trinidad and the
Orinoco river country.

Second Mortgage of sjo.o 0 ..0..
Sought to Be Enforced Against
Plant and Bethlehem Co.'s Stock..

NEW YORK. Aug. 18.-- An action was be- -
gtln in the United States Circuit Court to-

day by the New York Security and Trust
Company against the United States Ship
3uilding Company and James Smith, jr.,
receiver, to foreclose a mortgage given by
the ship building company to the trust com-

pany, as the trustees, to secure the payment
of a series of twenty-yea- r 5 per cent, co-
llateral mortgage bonds amounting to $10,000,-00- 0.

The mortgage covers all the property of
the ship building company and the capital
stock of the Bethlehem Steel Company. The
property of the defendant corporation, now
in the hands of a receiver appointed by the
federal courts of New Jersey, is, however,
subject to a prior lien in the shape of a
$16,OU0,O0u mortgage issued to secure the pay-
ment of a series of $16.000,000 bonds, in which
the Mercantile Trust Company, of New
Vrk, is trustee. An action has already been
begun in the United States courts of N'. w
Jersey to foreclose the prior mortgage.

The only lien against the c apital stock of
the Bethlehem Steel Company, COOrding to
the complaint filed to-da- y, is the series of
$10,000.000 of bonds issued tn the New York
Security and Trust Company, which it now
seeks to foreclose.

Anxious to Complete the Ships.
WASHINGTON, Aug. 18. Acting Secre-

tary Darling has received a telegram from
the counsel for the United States Ship-
building Comiany, of which the Crescent
Shipbuilding Company is a iart, stating
that the company hopes eventually to be
able to resume work on the cruiser Chat-
tanooga and the torpedo boats Nicholson
and O'Brien.

MURDER OF A LITTLE BOY

HIS SLASHED AND DISEMBOWELED
BODY FOIND IN DETROIT.

Had Been Missing Since Monday Noon
Crime Probably Committed

by a Maniac.

DETROIT. Mich., Aug. 18.-- The mutilateo
body of four-year-o- ld Alpjrtmse Wilmes,
whose father lives on St. Aublne avenue,
was found to-d- ay in a lot at the rear of
the Michigan stove works at Adair and
Wight streets. The body was discovered
by a foreman and one workman about lu
o'clock between two molding boxes. The
hands were tied behind with wire and a
red handkerchief had been stuffed down
the little fellow's throat for a gag. The
body was partly stripped of clothing. The
abdomen was slashed open and the left
wrist was nearly severed. Both thighs also
had long, deep cuts in them. All the
wounds apparently had been made with
3ome very sharp instrument.

A;phonse had been missing from his home
since yesterday noon. Nothing woe
thought of his absence at first, but when at
did not return for supper a search waa
begun that ended with the identification of
the body by his father at the morgue this
forenoon.

It is evident that the murder was not
committed near where the body was found,
for although there is scarcely a drop of
blood left in the little fellow's body, there
was practically no blood on the boards
where he was found. A search for blood-
stains to and from the scene was inaugu-
rated without result. Perhaps the strangest
phase of the mystery in that there were
only a few small stains on the body and
clothing of the lad. despite the horrible
character of his wounds. It looks as if
the murderer, after mrnitting the deed,
washed the blood from the body and then
carried it to the lot where it was found.

The police are satisfied that the boy was
murdered by a maniac and are working
along these lines akMae. The offb-er- s are
inclined to believe that the child was killed
in some house and that afterward the mur-
derer carried his body In a sack or a wagon
to the lonely spot where it was found
tn-d- v. The last Dcrson who saw the little

J chap alive was a friend of the family, who
met him on St. Aumne avenue near Frank-
lin street, which is a number of blocks from
his home, about 6 o'clock. He seemed to
be aimlessly hanging around there at that
tinv .

There have been several other crimes
against children in the city recently, and
many persons believe that a maniac of
unusual cunning is responsible.

At the Council meeting thi evening the
Board of County Officers was requested to
offer a reward of $500 for the arrest
conviction of the murderer. The Coun. il
also vsted to offer a reward of fSOU addi-
tional.
